A Proclamation for the ſpeedie ſending away of 


the Iriſh Beggars out of this Kingdome into their one 


Countrey, and for ſuppreſsing of Engliſh Rogues and 
Vagabonds, according to Our Lawes. 


— Hereas VVee haue beene lately informed, that notwithſtanding 


8 Our foꝛmer P2otlamations, great numbers of Jriſh Beggars, and 
\ \} Uagrants doe ſtill warme in this Our Kingdome of England, but 
elpeciallp in Our Countie of Somerſet, and ſome other weſterne 
5 parts, wandzing bp and downe, many of them hauing kalle and 
counterfeit Paſpozts, and ſo liue by begging, and other bnlawfull 
e711 meanes, to the great oppzeſſion, annoyance, and enill example of 
Our louing Subtects, and contrarie to the good and Wholeſome 
Tawes of this Realme, which were enacted with great wiſedome and pzomdence, aſwell foz 
reliefe of the truely pooꝛe, and indigent, asfoz the due puniſhment of ſturdy Rogues, and Uaga- 


— bonds. Foz the refozming therefoze of ſo great a miſchtefe, and ts pꝛeuent the many dangers 
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which may enſue by the neglect thereof, We by the aduite of Our Pzinie Counſell, and of Our 
Judges, doe ſtraightly charge and tommand, that all the Lawes and Statutes of this Realme 
heretofoze made, and now ſtanding in foꝛte foꝛ the puniſhment of Rogues, and Uagabonds, be 
duly put in execution in euerp part thereof, 

And moze particularly, Me doe expꝛeſiy charge and command that all Priſh Beggars, which 


now are in any parts of this Kingdome wandzing,oz begging, vnder what pzetence ſoeuer, ſhall 
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fo:thwith depart this Nealme, and returne into their owne Countrey, and there abide: and if any 
Iriſh man, oꝛ woman, ſhall after the end of foꝛtie dayes to be accounted from the date heres 
of, be found wandzing, oꝛ begging; That then he, oz ſhe, ſhall be appꝛehended, vſed, oꝛdered, and 


— puniſhed as Rogues, and Uagabonds ought to be, by the Lawes of this Realme, and then 


(hall be tonueyed from Conſtable, toConſtable, vnto one of Our Pozts of Bziftoll, Pynhead, 
Barſtable, Cheſter, Linerpoole, Milfozd-Hauen, oz Wozkington, oz any other Poꝛt, as ſhall be 
molt conuenient foꝛ the paſſage of them into Jreland, 

And ik the number ofthoſe Iriſh in any one company ſhall grow too great to be ſo tonueighed 
by Conſtables, that then they be tonueighed from Sherife to Dherife , vnto one of the Pozts 
afozeſaid,oz to any other Pozt moze neceſſary foz their tranſpoꝛtation. 

Aud wee doe ſtraightly charge and command, That no perſon after the end ofthe ſa fourty 


dayts doe in any wile relieue thoſe Priſh Beggers, oꝛ ary ol them which ſhall ſo wander oꝛ beg 
and ſhall not apply themlelues to be tranſpoꝛted as afozeſaid. - IF: 

And wee doe further charge and command, That at thoſe Poꝛts they be ſhipped at the charge 
of that County and Poꝛt reſpectiuely, thoſe Pozts hauing beene the cauſe of this diſozder and 
grieuance to Our Subiects, by permitting them to be there landed contrary to Our Lawes, 
And that from thence with the next wind and connentent meanes,they be tranſpoꝛted and ſet on 
land on ſome part of Dur Kingdome of Ireland, there to be diſpoſed of attoꝛding to the Lawes 
of that Kingdome, 

And that from hencefozth no man be ſo hardy, as to conuey oꝛ bꝛing into this Realme any 
Iriſh perſon from that Kingdome, being, oꝛ likely to be a begger here, noꝛ that any ſuch be ſaffe- 
red to land in any Poꝛt ok this Realme, vpon paine of ſuch foꝛfeitures and penalties, as by the 
Lawes of this Kingdome oz that Kingdome,may be inflicted vpon them foꝛ the ſame, and vpon 
{ach further paines and puniſhments,as we by Dur Pzerogatine Royall may inflict, oz impoſe 
vpon them. And if notwithſtanding any ſuch Jriſh ſhall hereafter be tranſpozted from thence 
hither, that vpon true inquirie made at What Pozt oꝛ plate they were landed, they ſhall with all 
ſpeedbe ſent backe thither,to be tranſpoꝛted backe againe at the charge of that Towne where 
they were lo landed. | | 

And Wee doe ſtraightly charge and command all Sherikes, Matoꝛs, Juſtites of Peace, Cuſtos 
mers, Comptrollers, Searchers, and all other Our Dfficers, Miniſters, and louing Subiects, 
that they and euery of them in their leuerall places, doe their beſt indeuours to obſerne and per- 
fozme Dur Command in this behalle. | : 

And Mee doe allo ſtraightly charge and tommand that if any bozne within this Realme,ſhall 
hereafter wander and begge in this Kingdome, as Souldiers oz Mariners, that theybe fozth- _ 
with appꝛehended and committed to the common Gaole of that Countie, where they ſhau be pzo⸗ 
teeded againſt as Felons, attoꝛding to the Lawes, 

And laſtly, Me doe hereby ſtraightly charge and command all Sheriffes, Maioꝛs, Juſtites of 
Peace, Conſtables, Headbozoughes, Tything men, and all other Our Olfiters, Miniſters and 
Subiects, whom it may concerne, That they vle all care and diligence to execute Our Lawes, 
agatnſt all Rogues, and Aagabondsin that behalfe made and pzoutded, and now ſtanding in 
fo:ce,as they will anſwer the neglect thereof at their vttermoſt perils, 

And that Dur Juſtices of Peace of each Countte, doe ble their beſt endeuours to enquire ont 
and puniſh all ſuch neglects andoffences, And at euery Alſizes to be held foꝛ that Countie, doe 
giue an exact and true Account to Our Juſtices of Allize koz that Countie , howandin what 
manner they haue oblerued the lame.
